Wahiiinoton, Jon. 10. — In the repub- 
lican senatorial caucus Friday morn- 
ing the text of the resolution adopted 
was as follows: 

An oct to provide for the representa- 
tion of the United Mates by 
aloners at any International monetary 
conference hereafter to be called. 

Bo it enacted by the senate 
house of representatives of the United 
States of America in congreas as- 
sembled, that whenever after March 
4, 1897, the president of the 
States shall determine that tie 
States should be represented 
international eouferenco called by the 
United Statea or any other country 
with a view to aeenring by inter- 
national agreement a fixity of relative 
value between gold and silver as 
money by means of a common ratio 
between these metals with free mintage 
at such ratio, he ia hereby authorized 
to appoint five or more commlaaioners 
to auch international conferen 
for compensation of such come 
and for all reasonable expeni 
nected therewith, to be approved by 
the secretary of state, iuclu 
portion to be paid by the 
Statea of the joint expenses of 
conference, the sum of 8100,0 
much thereof as may be uee.
